Sumpter only tri- 
community site that 
may opt into mj law 


Belleville officials long ago said that the 
city will opt out of the new state medical 
marijuana law that allows dispensaries and 
grow operations. Officials are waiting for 
something from the city attorney, but if a 
municipality doesn’t opt in, it is assumed to 
have opted out. Belleville needs to cancel 
its grow zoning and it plans to before the 
middle of December. 

The Charter Township of Van Buren 
had a committee look into the law and 
it recommends opting out. The police 
department apparently determined it would 
cost more to enforce than it would gather in 
fees. A resolution is expected to be passed 
by the board before long. This will be sent 
to the state as the official opt out statement. 

Sumpter Township has another situation. 
Another committee has been set up and 
its first meeting was Nov. 1 and another 
meeting is set for Dec. 6. The deadline to 
the state is Dec. 15 and it doesn’t seem this 
committee has too much time to discuss 
the subject. 

The recent settlement in Wayne County 
Circuit Court comes to mind, where the 
township agrees to let Nelson Po grow at 
his property on Harris Road and later at 
his property on Willis Road. Both Sumpter 
and Po give up things to end their dispute 
and we hope to get the official settlement 
wording soon. From what we’ve seen, 
Sumpter will have to opt into the new state 
law to allow dispensaries and growing 
because that’s part of the settlement.

She said families depend on the crossing 
guards to keep their children safe. It’s so 
upsetting to think the crossing guards might 
not actually be there. 

She said her grandchildren were quite 
upset when they got home Friday because 
they have always been told not to cross 
into the busy street until the crossing guard 
stops the traffic. There was nobody to stop 
the traffic.

152 Main St., Suite 9, 
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Van Buren Township alerted us to another 
scam phone call in the community. She said 
on Tuesday she got a call from a young 
man who seemed to be crying. He said,

Dear Van Buren School Board Members: 

Good day. As with most good ideas, this 
one is a bit last-minute. However, this is 
one I think you will appreciate. We would 
like to invite all school board members to 
observe Teen Court, one of our Juvenile 
Consent programs. We have sessions 
coming up Nov. 1, Nov. 8, and Dec. 13. 
Sessions begin at 1 p.m. through 2:30 p.m. 

Teen Court is a voluntary diversion 
program where the respondent must admit 
responsibility for their behavior. The 
participants fully understand that they will 
appear before a jury of their peers, who 
may impose a disposition upon them. This 
diversion program is a legal proceeding 
offered as an alternative to formal court. 

Huron High School has been involved in 
this program for some time. Teen Court is 
now a part of their curriculum and teaches 
responsibility and citizenship in a manner 
that the students find instructive and 
engaging. 

Participation in Teen Court requires 
commitment to education and a promise to 
treat teachers and classmates with respect. 
The program must have full cooperation 
and commitment from the parent(s) or 
guardian(s), who are also to be present 
during all proceedings. 

During the Teen Court sessions, the 
juvenile respondent and/or their parent/ 
guardian are questioned by the teens that 
make up the Teen Court Jury. Following 
questioning and deliberations, the “jury” 
then recommends sanctions for the 
offender. 

You have all been invited to attend a Teen 
Court session in our attempt to expand this 
valuable program to other districts within 
our jurisdiction. 

I have attached, herewith, copies 
of testimonials which you may find 
interesting. I hope you can attend one of 
our upcoming sessions.

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Military Air Transport Service takes part in history as it unfolds

Few people are aware that MATS 
(Military Air Transport Service) contracts 
with many charter airline services 
throughout the USA which at the time 
(1968) included Kalitta, Zantop, and Dave 
Clark based at Willow Run Airport with 
close ties to the Belleville and Van Buren 
Township communities. 

These charter services are awarded 
contracts by individual corporations 
including automotive, shipping, medical, 
and disaster relief services (at this point, 
would expand to: Puerto Rico, Florida, 
Houston and California) as well as the 
military contracts from MATS. Their 
cargo could include anything from 
thoroughbred race horses or fire fighters to 
Muslim pilgrims or Saudi oil workers on 
leave. They might even include bringing 
shipment of strawberries or shrimp to your 
favorite five-star restaurant. 

As I struggled to recount my husband Bill’s 
personal participation and experience, I 
watched.a PBS documentary on the Vietnam 
War, by acclaimed historian, Ken Burns. It 
explicitly portrayed not only the pain from 
the loss of so many lives, but also the agony 
of a country torn apart. It became clear this 
story needed to be told, and I believe Bill 
would want their participation and efforts 
to be shared with all those men and women 
who served in this effort, and continue 
to do so. From the Berlin airlift, Korean 


Conflict, Vietnam War, Afghanistan, Iraq, 
Sudan, Morocco, Saudi Arabia, Alaska, 
and Antarctica. These crews flew in the 
most brutal weather conditions men and 
aircrafts can encounter. Even as you read 
this somewhere a charter plane and crew 
is taking off filled with needed personnel, 
food, materials, and medical supplies. 

In 1968, in the height of the TET offensive, 
MATS awarded contracts to charter airlines 
at Willow Run to furnish aircraft and crews 
flying necessary supplies and personnel. 
Crews were made up of volunteers. The 
aircraft assigned for their missions was 
a stretch DC8 stripped down to allow for 


maximum cargo, passengers, and a crew 
of six (pilot, co-pilot, flight engineer, 
navigator and two flight attendants); no 
champagne, caviar or in-flight movies 
were offered. It was a long, exhausting, 
and dangerous flight from here to Saigon 
and back. After the final refueling in Subic 
Bay, the remainder of the flight to Saigon 
and back was flown without military 
escort or assistance. Once on the ground 
in Saigon, ground crews swarmed the air 
craft to refuel and prepare the plane for the 
return flight. The crews would receive the 
flight manifest for their returning flight and 
prepare for take-off. All materials, supplies 


and passengers were loaded before the 
assigned medical team could bring aboard 
the wounded for the long flight back to 
Travis Air Force base, where they would 
be transferred to the nearest VA Hospital. 

The planes and equipment have evolved 
and for the most part have been modernized 
and up-graded, but if you watch and listen 
somewhere rolling down the runway is 
the beloved work horse WWII DC3 and 
the widely used C130 cargo. I believe Bill 
would say “To all you no-skedders (non- 
scheduled), ‘Happy Landings, Guys.’ We 
got the job done.”

Five candidates are running for two, 
four-year seats open on the Belleville City 
Council. Election day is Tuesday, Nov. 7. 

Candidates are Kelly Bates, Tom Fielder, 
Gwen Hooks, Jesse Marcotte, and Jeff 
Vernon. 

Kelly Bates, 342 Victorian Lane, is 
married to Thomas Bates and they have 
lived in the City of Belleville for three 
years. She is employed as occupation 
supervisor at the University of Michigan 
Health Center. She has taken some college 
classes. 

Last November she was appointed to the 
Belleville Planning Commission. 

Tom Fielder, 206 South Street, has lived 
in Belleville for all of his 72 years. He is 
single and a Belleville High School retired 
teacher. He is an incumbent seeking to 
retain his seat. 

Fielder earned a Bachelor of Arts 
degree at the University of Michigan. 
He was elected Belleville’s mayor in 1999 
and to the Belleville City Council in 2013. 
He also was appointed to the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority and 
served 2009-2013. He also was appointed 
to the Parks and Recreation Commission 
and has served on that commission since 
1994. 

Fielder also is active in the Belleville 
Area Historical Society, Belleville Central 
Business Community, and Wayne County 
Substance Use Disorder Board. Fielder 
also serves as a baseball-softball official. 

Gwen Hooks, 207 Victorian Lane, 
has lived in the city for five years with 
her husband Mark Hooks and daughter 
Jocelyn Hooks. Hooks, 36, is a Health 
Research Science Specialist, with a 
Master of Arts in Counseling Psychology 
and a Bachelor of Arts in Psychology. 
This is her first bid for public office. 

Jesse Marcotte, 53 Potter Drive, was 
appointed to a seat on the city council 
last November and is running to retain 
his seat. This is his first time on a ballot. 
He was appointed to and served on the 
planning commission 2007-2014 and 
2015-2016, about eight years total. 
Marcotte, 34, has lived in the city for 


12 years. He resides with his girlfriend 
Melly. He has worked for the Northville 
Township Fire Department for 15 years 
and is Battalion Chief of Training. 

Marcotte graduated from Belleville 
High School in 2001 and earned a BAS 
in Public Safety Studies from Siena 
Heights University in 2006 and a master 
of science in Public Safety and Emergency 
Management from Eastern Michigan 
University in 2010. 

Jeff Vernon, 48, of 111 South Street, 
is on a ballot for public office for the first 
time. He was appointed to the Belleville 
Parks and Recreation Commission. 

He has lived in the city for two years and 
lists his occupation as “general labor.” He 
lists his education as “high school.”

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VBT Planners clear the way for Industrial zoning of farmland

The 75 acres of the Smith farm in Denton 
that has been farmed for more than 100 
years will be changed to Light Industrial 
zoning in a plan worked out by the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission. 
Among the farm buildings on the property 
is a big old barn and a farmhouse built in 
1888. 
At its Oct. 25 meeting, applicant Ben 
Griffin said there are nine parcels in a 
triangular area bounded on the north by 


Michigan Avenue, on the south side by 
Norfolk Suffolk railroad, and on the east 
by the Denton Cemetery and a single- 
family residential area. 

He said these parcels are not conducive 
to residential development and would be 
better as a Light Industrial site. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development said this rezoning 
is a little different. He said you can’t rezone 
single family residential to M-1 because of 
the Master Plan. The Master Plan would 
have to be changed.

He said the township has to justify 
rezonings with its Master Plan and the area 
is now R-1C (single family residential). 

He said this site is close to the American 
Center for Mobility and the township needs 
to look at making more industrial zoning 
available. 

He said the first step is to change the 
Master Plan, but the township already is 
embarking on a Master Plan update project 
that will take about a year. While Griffin 
said he would go along with what the 
township wants to do, he already has lost 
one tenant for the property because it was 
needed now. That customer will build in 
Ohio, he said. 

Akers said the planners have three 
options: moving forward with intent to 
rezone, decline to move forward and 
include this in the year-long Master Plan 
update, or leave the property as residential. 

Akers said they would have to make sure 
the industrial plans don’t negatively impact 
the village of Denton, which is just to the 
east. 

Planning consultant Patrick Sloan of 
McKenna Associates said the township’s 
industrial land sites are getting fewer and 
they have to look at what land, if any, does 
the township want to zone industrial. He 
said this property is near the airport and 
railroad. 

Commission Chairwoman Carol 
Thompson, who lives in Denton, said it 
already is very hectic in Denton with the 
industrial nearby to the east and as the 
American Center for Mobility builds from 
the west, she doesn’t know the best way to 
handle this. 

After discussion, the planning commission 
voted unanimously to amend the Future 
Land Use Plan for the Smith farm, which 
means moving ahead with changing that 
part of the Master Plan while getting 
started on the yearlong work on the total 
Master Plan. 

The timeline for the Smith farm rezoning 
project begins at once, with the necessary 
legal steps laid out bringing the final vote 
before the township board on May 15. 

Harold Smith was present to support the 
rezoning of his farm.

Court Watching: 
Charges dismissed 


against Marquiese 
Esters, who’s in prison

Marquiese Rashawn Esters, 26, who is 
already serving time with the Michigan 
Department of Corrections, had four 
charges against him dismissed by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office. 

Esters was scheduled to be before 34th 
District Court Judge David Parrott on Oct. 
18 on charges of: motor vehicle - buying 
or receiving a vehicle part knowing the 
identification number; receiving and 
concealing stolen property, $1,000-$20,000 
in value; receiving and concealing stolen 
vehicle; and concealing or misrepresenting 
motor vehicle identity with intent to 
mislead. 

These crimes allegedly occurred on Dec. 
6 in Van Buren Township. 

But on Aug. 31 he was sentenced to 16- 
30 years in prison after a jury found him 
guilty of assault with intent to murder, 
felony firearm including discharge from a 
vehicle, and other charges. He also was on 
probation at the time after pleading guilty 
to an attempt to run a chop shop and related 
offenses. 

The VBT charges were dismissed by the 
prosecutor, “in the interest of justice.” 

A note on Esters’ case file said the 
prosecutor needed fingerprints, but Judge 
Parrott said since he is in prison, he’s sure 
Esters has had his fingerprints taken.

When I was looking at switching districts 
a couple of summers ago, I looked very 
carefully at the athletic programs of 
prospective districts. There is a community 
pride and a sense of connection with the 
local school when there is a strong athletic 
program. 

Athletics also teaches many life 
lessons (discipline, respect, dedication, 
teamwork, and hard work) through 
participation, winning and losing games, 
struggles, successes, and failures. They 
are an extension of the clasroom learning 
environment and are challenging and 
rewarding endeavors that help develop 
outstanding young adults. 

Our athletic program by the numbers: 25 
fall sports offered (15 BHS, 10 McBride), 
17 winter sports offered (10 BHS, 7 
McBride), 14 spring sports offered (11 
BHS, 3 McBride). We had 744 athletes 
participate at BHS and another 366 at 
McBride. Of those numbers, 19 senior 
student-athletes received scholarships 
to participate in athletics in college. Our 
combined GPA for our high school athletes 
was 3.13. We had 63 students receiving 
All-Conference awards last year and 84 
juniors and seniors were named to the 
conference All-Academic Team. 
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We have 62 paid coaching positions (and 
many, many volunteers), spent $581,329 to 
support the athletics program (bringing in 
$146,088 in tickets and participation fees), 
and implemented an Advertising Program 
at BHS this past year. 

Starting next year, we will be joining the 
KLAA Conference. We will be one of 16 
schools in the conference that will have 
Dearborn, Wayne, Fordson, John Glenn, 
Churchill, Franklin, and Stevenson in our 
division (Black Division). 

We will also be starting a Unified Sports 
Program through the Special Olympics. 
This will bring all students together for 
athletic competition. We will be starting 
with Unified Basketball this winter and 
hope to make it a KLAA-wide program for 
the following year. 

The rich athletic history of the community 
will be honored by starting an Alumni Club 
and Hall of Fame for the 2018-2019 school 
year. We are excited about this endeavor 
and will be collecting names for our first 
induction class in the near future. 

Joseph Brodie is our Athletic Director 
and is wonderful with working with our 
coaches to make sure our program is 
following all of the state athletic rules. 
He is also fantastic with the community 
(jbrodie@vanburenschools.net) and is 
always looking for way for us to work 
together with various community groups.
